INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Report  of  Stocks  of  Meats. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  forward  to  the  Washington 
office  as  soon  as  possible  after  March  1,  1908,  statements  showing  the  kinds  and  amounts 
of  meats  and  meat  food  products  prepared  prior  to  the  establishment  of  inspection 
under  the  act  of  June  30,  1906,  which  remain  in  stock  at  each  official  establishment  at 
the  close  of  business  February  28,  1908.     The  products  should  be  classified  as  follows: 

1.  Those  which  have  not  received  Federal  inspection. 

2.  Those  inspected  under  the  act  of  March  3.  1891,  but  not  inspected  under  Regu- 
lation 50. 

3.  Those  inspected  under  Regulation  50  and  so  marked. 

Canned  meats  and  meat  food  products  should  appear  as  a  single  separate  item  under 
each  of  the  above  classifications;  that  is,  instead  of  reporting  the  various  kinds  of 
canned  products  such  as  corned  beef,  potted  ham.  mutton  broth,  etc.,  all  such  products 
under  each  classification  should  be  included  in  one  amount,  and  reported  simply  as 
"canned  products." 

The  report  should  include  each  official  establishment,  whether  any  such  product 
remains  in  stock  or  not. 

Tuberculosis  of  Hock  Joints  of  Cattle  without  Generalized  Affection. 

There  have  recently  been  sent  to  the  Pathological  Division  some  sections  cut  from 
the  hock  joints  of  cattle,  or  from  the  adjacent  tissues,  and  accompanied  by  the  state- 
ment that  no  internal  tuberculous  lesion  was  visible  in  the  carcass,  or  that  only  a  few 
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of  the  lymphatic  glands  of  the  thorax  were  involved.  This  unusual  condition  has 
aroused  considerable  interest  in  the  probable  route  by  which  the  infecting  tubercle 
bacilli  were  enabled  to  reach  these  joints  without  setting  up  centers  of  infection  along 
the  way. 

In  attempting  to  reach  a  plausible  explanation  of  this  peculiar  form  of  infection 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume,  in  view  of  the  recent  discovery  of  great  numbers  of  tubercle 
bacilli  in  samples  of  bovine  feces,  that  these  tubercular  infections  of  the  hock  may  be 
caused  by  tuberculous  feces  coming  in  contact  with  the  hind  leg  after  it  has  suffered 
an  abrasion  which  allows  the  tubercle  bacilli  to  enter  the  system  and  secure  a  lodg- 
ment there. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  swollen  hock  joints  and  adjacent  tissues  of  beef  animals, 
especially  old  cows,  should  be  carefully  examined  in  order  that  all  cases  similar  to 
the  above  may  be  detected  and  recorded.  It  is  also  very  important  to  make  a  careful 
examination  of  the  lymph  glands  which  drain  these  tissues,  especially  the  popliteal 
and  precrural  glands,  in  order  that  the  extent  of  the  disease  may  be  determined. 

Chitterlings  as  Edible  Product. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  informed  that  it  is  permissible  to 
prepare  chitterlings  for  food  purposes  provided  the  product  is  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  is  sold  as  chitterlings;  but  it  is  not  permissible  to  convert  chitterlings  into  other 
edible  products  to  be  disposed  of  under  another  name. 

Addition  of  Gelatin  to  Meat  Food  Products. 

Inquiry  having  been  made  as  to  whether  edible  gelatin  guaranteed  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  but  not  prepared  under  the  inspection  of  this  Bureau,  may  be 
used  in  the  preparation  of  jellied  tongue,  inspectors  are  instructed  that  the  addition 
of  gelatin  to  meat  food  products  is  permissible  only  in  case  the  gelatin  has  been  pre- 
pared under  the  supervision  of  employees  of  this  Bureau. 

Export  Certificates. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  notified  that  in  future  it  will  be  necessary 
that  all  export  certificates  issued  for  meat  products  show  the  weight  of  the  product, 
and  give  sufficient  description,  so  that  the  products  .can  be  properly  classified  under 
Schedule  B,  Classification  of  Commodities,  issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor  June  26, 1907.  A  copy  of  this  schedule  of  classifications  has  been  forwarded 
to  each  meat-inspection  station.  If  the  space  allowed  in  the  certificate  for  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  product  is  not  sufficient  the  information  may  be  shown  on  the  left-hand 
margin. 

Supply  of  Meat-Inspection  Stamps. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  is  directed  to  the  instructions  in  August  Service 
Announcements  relative  to  maintaining  a  two  months'  supply  of  meat-inspection 
stamps.  It  is  important  that  this  rule  be  followed,  and  it  is  observed  that  at  present 
some  inspectors  are  not  doing  so. 


SHIPMENTS  OF  SOUTHERN  CATTLE  TO  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  proper  authorities  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  have  granted  permission  to 
the  Punxsutawney  Beef  and  Provision  Company,  Punxsutawney,  Pa.,  and  to 
Schaffner  Brothers  Company,  Erie,  Pa.,  to  receive  shipments  of  southern  cattle  for 
immediate  slaughter.  As  these  firms  do  not  slaughter  under  Federal  inspection, 
and  in  order  that  the  State  authorities  may  have  full  knowledge  of  their  receipts 
of  southern  cattle,  inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  notify  promptly  Dr.  Louis  A. 
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Klein,  deputy  State  veterinarian,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,' of  allushipnieiits  of  southern  cattle 
consigned  to  the  above-mentioned  companies. 


PREPARATION  OF  PAY  ROLLS  AND  VOUCHERS. 

In  order  to  avoid  delay  in  the  auditing  and  settlement  of  pay  rolls,  vouchers, 
reimbursement  accounts,  etc.,  inspectors  in  charge  and  other  persons  rendering  such 
accounts  are  requested  to  see  that  more  care  is  exercised  in  their  preparation. 

Pay  Rolls. 

Names. — All  names  should  be  given  exactly  as  they  appear  in  the  commissions. 
If  the  name  in  the  commission  is  incorrect  a  memorandum  calling  attention  to  it 
should  be  attached  to  the  roll. 

Date  of  appointment  or  authorization  to  present  position. — The  date  shown  at  the 
top  of  the  last  appointment  should  be  entered  under  this  head,  and  not  the  date  it 
is  effective.  If  service  is  performed  during  the  month  under  two  appointments  the 
dates  of  both  should  be  shown.  In  many  cases  the  date  of  a  letter  of  authorization 
transferring  an  employee  from  one  station  to  another  has  been  entered.  This  is 
incorrect.  The  "authorization"  referred  to  is  the  one  which  authorizes  the  employ- 
ment of  temporary  laborers,  etc.,  under  the  civil-service  rules. 

Rate  of  pay. — The  entry  under  this  head  should  read  exactly  as  stated  in  the  com- 
mission— $1,000  per  annum,  $50  per  month,  or  $3  per  diem,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Period  of  service. — This  should  read  from  the  first  to  the  last  day  of  each  month.  The 
"number  of  days"  service  should  be  the  numoer  of  days  in  the  month  for  which  the 
roll  is  rendered,  unless  the  employee  has  been  absent  without  pay,  in  which  case  the 
days  in  the  month  less  the  number  of  days  absent  without  pay  should  be  reported. 
The  dates  of  absence  without  pay  should  be  entered  under  the  head  of  "Remarks." 

Deductions. — No  entries  should  be  made  in  this  column,  which  is  for  use  of  the  Office 
of  Accounts. 

Amount  paid. — The  amount  due  should  be  entered  in  this  column. 

February  rolls. — Pay  rolls  for  the  present  month  of  February  should  state  the  time 
as  follows: 

When  service  is  performed  for  the  entire  month  the  period  of  service  should  read 
"February  1  to  February  29,  29  days." 

A  new  appointment  to  take  effect  February  10  should  read  "February  10  to  Feb- 
ruary 29,  20  days."  The  compensation,  however,  should  be  for  twenty-one  days. 
See  Regulation  71  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations. 

An  employee  with  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum,  absent  one  day  without  pay,  should 
be  credited  as  working  twenty-eight  days,  and  one-thirtieth  of  the  monthly  installment 
deducted.  In  this  case  the  employee  would  be  entitled  to  twenty-nine  days'  pay,  or 
$80.56. 

An  employee  whose  service  is  terminated  with  February  15  should  receive  salary 
for  fifteen-thirtieths  of  the  monthly  installment. 

Reimbursement  Accounts. 

» 

Regulation  7  enumerates  the  expenses  a  traveler  is  entitled  to  incur  when  traveling 
upon  departmental  business.  No  other  expense  should  be  incurred  unless  previously 
authorized.  All  authorizations  must  be  construed  literally.  Regulation  14  describes 
the  manner  in  which  travel  accounts  should  be  prepared.  On  page  39  will  be  found 
a  sample  voucher  which  shows  how  the  various  items  should  be  stated.  On  page  40 
is  a  sample  subvoucher  for  meals  and  lodging,  on  page  41  a  sample  subvoucher  for 
livery  hire,  and  on  page  45  a  sample  subvoucher  for  supplies  purchased  for  use  in 
range  work.     The  signatures  to  the  receipts  on  all  sub  vouchers  must  show  the  name  of 
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the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  rendering  the  service,  and  the  name  and  title  of  the 
person  receipting  the  same,  if  the  signer  is  not  the  individual  or  a  member  of  the  firm. 

Station  Expenses. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  who  are  authorized  to  incur  station 
expenses  is  called  to  Regulations  16  and  17.  An  authorization  which  simply  reads 
"Station  expenses"  does  not  authorize  any  of  the  items  enumerated  in  Regulation  17, 
which  items  must  be  specifically  authorized. 

Only  one  account  should  be  rendered  each  month,  which  should  include  all  items 
of  expense  incurred  by  the  employee  rendering  the  account.  Station  expense  items 
should  be  separated  from  expense  for  travel. 

Subvouchers  and  abstracts  should  be  attached  inside  of  the  voucher. 

Coupons  detached  from  transportation  requests  should  be  sent  to  the  Office  of 
Accounts,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

Form,  A.  vouchers. — Vouchers  to  cover  rent  should  be  prepared  in  accordance  with 
sample  shown  on  pages  48>nd  49~of  the  Fiscal  Regulations. 


CONVICTION  OF  EMPLOYEE  FOR  PRESENTING  FALSE  ACCOUNT. 

John  C.  Leeper,  formerly  agent  in  scabies  eradication,  was  recently  convicted  in  the 
United  States  circuit  court  of  having  violated  the  provisions  of  section  5348,  Revised 
Statutes,  by  the  presentation  of  a  false  claim.  Leeper' s  offense  consisted  in  including 
in  his  expense  account  items  for  which  he  had  not  made  payment.
